A  second  semester  course  in 
Cadet  Teaching  had  17  seniors 
spending  two  periods  a  day  with 
grade  school  and  Junior  High 
students  .

Fifty-two  students  were  en- 
rolled in  the  first  three  years 
of  Spanish.  With  the  aid  of 
tapes,  first  year  students 
created  a  working  vocabulary, 
and  learned  at  least  three 
tenses  .  The  other  years  were  a 
continuation  of  the  first  year 
with  the  addition  of  literature 
and  history . 


"Latin  Lives" 
at  Garrett  High 

In  the  first  year,  Latin  students 
worked  basically  with  English 
derivatives  with  emphasis  on 
the  historic  and  cultural  aspects 
of  the  Roman  society.  Students 
were  drilled  on  basic  grammar 
and  vocabulary  words  in  prep- 
aration of  almost  daily  quizzes  . 

In  the  second  year,  grammar 
and  vocabulary  were  expanded, 
and  the  history  of  Rome  was  in- 
vestigated .  The  students  were 
introduced  to  the  lives  and  writ- 
ings of  Caesar  and  Livy .  The 
third  and  fourth  years,  they 
were  familiarized  with  the 
works  of  Cicero  and  Virgil .

"Circular  functions",  "rapping 
functions",  and  "identities"  are 
terms  ttiat  soon  became  famil- 
iar to  the  Advanced  Math  class  .

Dissecting  frogs  and  grasshiop- 
pers  and  being  tested  on  biology 
terms  allowed  students  to  bet- 
ter understand  the  function  of 
systems.

Railroaders  Snare  Regional  Title 


Screaming  sirens  and  jubilant  fans  welcomed  the  Railroaders 
home  from  their  first  Sectional  victory  since  1966.  The  first 
night  of  play,  Garrett  triumphed  over  Prairie  Heights  .  In  the  semi- 
finals, Garrett  walloped  DeKalb  80- -64  with  an  aggressive  of- 
fense and  tight  defense,  while  Eastside  ousted  Hamilton  84- -64, 
earning  the  right  to  tangle  with  the  Railroaders  in  the  final  game. 
Eastside  had  beaten  Garrett  earlier  in  the  season,  but  the  Rail- 
roaders came  back  shooting  42%.  Garrett  out -rebounded  Eastside 
31 --26  and  only  five  turnovers.  This  netted    the  Sectional 

title  for  the  Railroaders,  and  put  them  in  contention  for  the  Re- 
gional crown. 

Going  into  the  afternoon  game  with  a  height  disadvantage  against 
Fairfield,  Garrett  came  through  with  a  victory.
